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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Page 2, line 9: "EP 09902048" has a extra "9". It should be EP 902048. 

b. Page 12, line 23: "the" should probably be capitalized. 

c. Page 20, line 24: Since there is not "Fig. 1" as such, please replace Fig. 1 
with "Fig. 1Aand Fig. 1B". 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kim et al 
in US 2004/0030019. 

Kim discloses nano-sized metals stabilized using semi-telechelic and telechelic 
polymers (abstract). The nanoparticles include silver and gold (para 26, 29, 77, 82). The 
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polymers include PMMA (para 45). The composition includes thiol-functionalized 
polymers (para 15-17, 20, 23- 24, 28, 40, 50, 55-56, 63, 65). Toluene and 
tetrahydrofuran are solvents used in making the composition (para 41, 44, 49, 51). It is 
assumed that the solubility parameters meet the currently claimed parameters because 
they are the same components as those claimed. 
Thus, Kim anticipates the cited claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the 
various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were 
made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 
37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not 
commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
19639632 (abstract) in view of Leff et al ("Thermodynamic Control of Gold Nanocrystal 

Size"). 

DE '632 discloses a nanometal/polymer composite with metals such as gold, 
palladium, and platinum. The polymer matrix comprises PMMA and suitable solvents 
include toluene and THF. The composite is used in heterogeneous catalysts and optical 
applications. 

DE '632 does not expressly disclose using a thiol stabilizer. 

Leff discloses nanoscale gold stabilized by dodecanthiol (pg 7038, col 1). 
Nanoscale gold has been used for a range of applications including optoelectronic and 
catalysis (pg 7036, col 1). 

Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a use a 
thiol with the gold in DE '632 so as to better stabilize the composition for use in 
optical/catalyst applications.
